Manchester High School 


Career Development 
Conference took 
place May 8

About 175 high-school stu- 
dents from across the state 
competed in 11 different cat- 
egories at the 12th annual 
Jobs for America’s Graduates 
(JAG) Career Development 
Conference on May 8, ac- 
cording to the Department 
of Workforce Development 
(DWD). 

Among the competitors and 
winners were several stu- 
dents from Manchester High 
School. 

In response to a Plain Deal- 
er request Wednesday, Philip 
Butler, JAG specialist at Man- 
chester High School, stated 
JAG, is a nationwide program 
that aims to help better pre- 
pare students for life after high 
school. 

Butler stated this year, the 
state competition was origi- 
nally scheduled in March but 
was postponed due to con- 
cerns of the virus outbreak. 
Several events were modified 
to fit a virtual format, to which 
the students adapted and were 
able to still compete. 

“One of the aspects of our 
program is the CDC, Career 
Development Conference. In 
Indiana, this competition con- 
sists of one chapter marketing 
event, two group events, and 
nine individual events,” stated 
Butler. “Students must first 
compete with other schools in 
our region, which for Region 
3 consists of 15 programs. If 
they are a top finisher there, 
the students advance to the 
state competition in their cat- 
egory.” 

Butler stated Manchester

High School had eight stu- 
dents advance to state this year 
out of the 11 individual and 
group events. Butler stated it 
was a record high for them, as 
last year they advanced six.

The date for group’s

After being rescheduled 
for a second time, the Wa- 
bash Kiwanis Club will 
once again host its annual 
Pancake Day. 

It had first been resched- 
uled from March 14 to 
Saturday, June 6. And, on 
Thursday, Eric Seaman, past 
president, announced it had 
once again been rescheduled 
to Saturday, July 25. 

In response to a Plain Deal- 
er request Thursday, Sea- 
man stated their board met 
virtually last week and felt it 
would be best to reschedule 
to later in the summer. 

“We got approval to rent 
the building a few days 
ago and decided to proceed 
as agreed by our Board of 
Directors,’ he stated. “We 
want to make sure we can 
execute a successful, safe 
event and we feel as if we 
can do that if we have more 
time to get a feel for the 
landscape of things and the

ISDH adds 
another 
COVID-19 
case; total 
now 69 


The state still reports 
two local deaths and 
now reports 484 tests 


STAFF REPORT 


On Friday, the Indiana 
State Department of Health 
(ISDH) added another posi- 
tive COVID-19 case to Wa- 
bash County’s count, bring- 
ing the total to 69. 

The ISDH still reports two 
local deaths, and now reports 
484 tests. 

Statewide, on Tuesday, the 
ISDH announced that 614 ad- 
ditional Hoosiers have been 
diagnosed with COVID-19 
through testing at ISDH, the 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention (CDC) and 
private laboratories. That 
brings to 26,655 the total 
number of Indiana residents 
known to have the novel coro- 
navirus following corrections 
to the previous day’s total. 

The intensive care unit and 
ventilator capacity remain 
steady. Just over 39 percent 
of ICU beds and 80 percent 
of ventilators were available

Some situations 
should remain buried.

In certain instances, it may 
be right to call and talk to a 
person directly. If so, don’t 
dredge up the past. Just say 
that you are sorry for what 
you did that caused them 
pain.

From that 
posture of humility, you 
can make the effort to make 
amends. Know that you 
cannot control how people 
will respond.

DEAR WALKING THE LINE: 
Talk to your daughter 
about timing.

Her job is to be 
an attentive and participa- 
tory student. Ask her what 
she thinks her responsibili- 
ties are to that end.

Dismissal of charges against Michael 
Flynn points to corrosion of rule of law 


he ethical tone of the 

current US administra- 
tion was set before it began. 
In December 2016, when 
Donald Trump was still 
president-elect, his nation- 
al security adviser had a 
telephone call with the then 
Russian ambassador. Michael 
Flynn lied about the substance 
of this contact to colleagues 
and to the FBI. The first deceit 
led to his dismissal from 
government after all of 24 
days. The second, to which he 
later pleaded guilty, incurred 
criminal charges. 

He will now almost certainly 
escape them. Last week, the 
Department of Justice filed to 
dismiss the case against Mr. 
Flynn, arguing that the FBI 
was wrong to interview him at 
all. His false statements were 
therefore not “material”. For 
a sense of this claim’s credi- 
bility, consider that only one 
DoJ official signed the filing: 
a political appointee who 
is close to attorney-general 
William Barr. The official who 
had been prosecuting the case 
withdrew from it entirely just 
before the announcement. If 
Mr. Flynn was not germane to 
a probe into Russian meddling 
in US politics, it is worth 
asking who was. 

Had Mr. Trump pardoned 
him, it would have been 
distasteful enough. What has 
happened instead is far worse. 


It involves the Department of 
Justice in a bogus pretext to 
help a presidential loyalist. It 
sullies an entire institution, 
through no fault of the vast 
majority of its staff. 

This is only the most recent 
instance of its politicization 
under Mr. Barr. In February, 
he pressed for lenient sentenc- 
ing of Roger Stone, a former 
Trump adviser convicted of 
witness tampering and other 
crimes. Last spring, he gave 
a whitewashed summary of 
the special counsel report into 
Russia’s political interference. 

That probe, not to be con- 
fused with the FBI one, led to 
the president’s impeachment 
but not his removal. It enrages 
Mr. Trump still. His recent 
bile — he accuses “human 
scum” of “treason” — is that of 
a man who sees much of the 
state as an organized conspir- 
acy against him. And so he 
smears it in turn. On the thin 
basis of some FBI memos 
that were unsealed in March, 
the bureau stands accused of 
entrapping Mr. Flynn. The 
CIA, the state department and 
the justice department have 
all been impugned in recent 
years. This is a president with 
enough sway over enough 
voters to de-legitimize these 
institutions. This is why Mr. 
Flynn is the lesser issue here. 
As tawdry as it is, his personal 
story matters a lot less than 
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the institutional one. 

To say that Mr. Trump 
corrodes America’s organs 
of state has almost become 
an abstract cliché. What 
is happening to the justice 
department brings the charge 
into focus. As almost 2,000 
of its former officials wrote 
on Monday, anyone who was 
“not a friend of the president” 
would be prosecuted for what 
Mr. Flynn has done. If he gets 
off (the judge can, but proba- 
bly will not, refuse the filing), 
it will say something dispir- 
iting about the rule of law in 
America. It will also open the 
way for more such behaviour. 

That a former FBI chief, 
James Comey, urges DoJ staff 
not to quit altogether gives a 
sense of the morale there. The 
appointment of a man with 
Mr. Barr’s sweeping construal 
of White House power was 
always troubling. But even the 
worst fears have been exceed- 
ëd. 

In a country with no ethnic 
or religious basis, equal sub- 
jection to the law is the stuff 
of nationhood. The debase- 
ment of this principle is easier 
to achieve than it is to reverse. 
Whether Mr. Trump is voted 
out in six months or four and 
half years, the wounds he has 
left on his country’s institu- 
tions are likely to outlast him.

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Trump’s dangerous magical thinking 


his is the part of the horror 

movie when we realize that 
the phone call from the psychot- 
ic killer is coming from inside 
the house — and yet those being 
stalked convince themselves that 
somehow, things will work out 
just fine. 

We now know that COVID-19 
has invaded the 
White House 
itself. Vice 
President Pence’s 
press secretary, 
Katie Miller, and 
one of President 
Trump’s personal 
valets have both 
tested positive for 
the novel corona- 
virus. Two of the 
physicians leading the federal 
response to the virus — Robert 
Redfield, head of the Centers of 
Disease Control and Prevention, 
and Stephen Hahn, head of the 
Food and Drug Administration 
— have gone into self-quarantine 
as a precaution. A third, Antho- 
ny Fauci, has placed himself in 
partial isolation. 

Yet Trump, who has been in 
physical proximity to all of the 
above — without practicing prop- 
er social distancing — seeks to 
project a sunny lack of concern, 
even as the pandemic literally 
hits home. “Coronavirus num- 
bers are looking MUCH better, 
going down almost everywhere, 
he proclaimed Monday on Twit- 
ter. “Big progress being made!” 

After 80,000 American deaths, 
the president is still engaged in 
magical thinking. He has long 
maintained that the virus will 
“go away without a vaccine,” 
though experts tell him it will 
not. His vanity will not allow 
him to be photographed wearing 
a face mask. The phrase “whis- 
tling past the graveyard” comes 
to mind. 

Magical thinking is not the 
same thing as optimism. If 
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Trump had mandated a nation- 
wide program of testing and 
contact tracing, and if all of the 
states beginning to open up their 
economies met the conditions 
laid out by the president’s own 
coronavirus task force, he would 
have reason to be bullish. In- 
stead, he is basically just hoping 
for the best. 

Some of Trump’s aides seem 
to see the situation more clearly. 
“It’s scary to go to work,” 
economic adviser Kevin Hassett 
said Sunday on “Face the 
Nation.” “I think that I’'d be a 
lot safer if I was sitting at home 
instead of going to the West 
Wing.” Hassett added, however, 
that he has confidence in the 
White House medical team and 
the daily testing that is now 
taking place for those who work 
in the complex. 

When Pence’s aide Miller — 
who is married to Stephen Mill- 
er, one of Trump’s closest and 
most influential advisers — tested 
positive for the virus, Trump’s 
incoherent response once again 
reflected magical thinking. 

“She tested very good for a 
long period of time. And then 
all of a sudden today she tested 
positive,’ Trump said. “So, 
she tested positive out of the 
blue. ... This is why the whole 
concept of tests aren’t necessar- 
ily, right, the tests are perfect 
but something can happen 
between a test where it’s good 
and then something happens and 
then all of a sudden — she was 
tested very recently and tested 
negative.” 

But rather than some grand 
mystery, that’s how disease 
transmission and testing work. 
You test negative if you haven’t 
been infected. Disease trans- 
mission is not that “something 
happens,” driven by forces 
beyond our comprehension. 
One very specific event occurs: 
The coronavirus enters your 


body. People need to be tested 
frequently because that infection 
can happen at any time. 

Trump’s reflex, though, was to 
question “the whole concept of 
tests” because he has essentially 
abdicated federal responsibility 
for virus and antibody testing. 
He doesn’t want to hear the 
creaking floorboards in the attic 
where the chainsaw murderer 
patiently waits, so he pretends 
not to hear them. 

And the president encourages 
everyone else to embrace his 
obliviousness and carelessness. 
The West Wing of the White 
House is a warren of small 
offices and narrow corridors. 
Reportedly, most staff members 
followed the president’s lead 
and refused to wear masks — 
until now. Following the positive 
tests, those who can work from 
home are being encouraged to 
do so. The valets who serve the 
president now wear masks. 

Trump wants it both ways: 
both to pretend the ghoul 
stalking us is imaginary, and to 
do as much to protect himself 
from it as possible. Even if 
going to work is a bit “scary,” 
personnel in the White House 
complex can at least count on 
a regime of daily testing and 
rapid contact tracing to keep 
them safe. Several aides who 
had been in contact with Miller, 
for example, were scheduled 
to travel with Pence but were 
immediately removed from his 
plane. 

But Trump, thinking magi- 
cally, wants the rest of us to go 
back to our workplaces, too — 
but without the safeguards that 
allow his workplace to function. 
Pay no attention to the thumps 
and bumps coming from the 
basement. It’s just some guy in 
clown makeup holding a very 
sharp knife.

Tea Party 
fatigue cramps 
shutdown protesters 


ust as Romantics eventually learn that no 

amount of passion or staging can fully 
recapture love’s first blushes, political move- 
ments often suffer the ennui and self-parody of 
attempted recreations. 

Recent attempts to re-enact the erstwhile Tea 
Party protests in a movement to oppose coro- 
navirus-related shutdowns have shown signs 
of fizzling despite President Trump’s weird 
cheerleading. They are, after all, shouting down 
Trump’s own guidelines for trying to contain 
the new coronavirus, which has 
afflicted more than 1.3 million 
Americans and led to more than 
81,000 deaths. 

And counting. 

The protesters began losing 
steam when the Koch network, 
underwriters of the Tea Party 
movement from a decade ago, 
decided to run with scientists 
instead of the gun-toting provo- 
cateurs trampling the spring- 
green grass around state capitols. The CEO of 
Americans for Prosperity, the main political 
arm of the Koch network, said that they prefer 
working with doctors, data crunchers and public 
policy leaders to create guidelines for a safe and 
staggered reopening of American businesses. 

While this approach may prove challenging, 
the concept itself is simple. Based on what 
we’ve learned since January, a modified return 
to “normal” is the only prudent course of action, 
as credible experts have said again and again. 
But Trump, like a child who covers his ears and 
sings tra-la-la-la-la, prefers to hear only what 
erupts from his lips. 

Perhaps the president has fallen prey to 
own imagination. Just last week, he declared 
that Americans have met the challenge of 
COVID-19 and have prevailed. Have we? 
Where Trump envisions parades, others see 
funeral processions. 

Not only has the virus NOT vanished “like a 
miracle,” as Trump predicted earlier this year, 
it’s not going away until we have vaccines. Tes- 
tifying before a Senate hearing on the pandemic 
on Tuesday, chief epidemiologist Tony Fauci 
reiterated his warning that we still don’t know 
enough about the virus to re-enter the normal 
zone without great caution. When a newly 
bearded Sen. Rand Paul challenged Fauci on the 
media’s reporting that there’s no evidence that 
antibodies protect against reinfection, Fauci ex- 
plained the issue may be a matter of semantics. 

Yes, it’s likely that antibodies will protect pre- 
viously infected people from reinfection, Fauci 
said, but there’s no hard, scientific evidence in 
the sense of long-term protocols being met to 
declare it definitively so. This is what one would 
expect a scientist to say — and it’s not the me- 
dia’s job to insist he disregard his training and 
speak wishfully. 

Monday’s protests, meanwhile, reduced the 
odds of unity going forward as some Republi- 
cans added their voices to those on the ground. 
Rep. Andy Harris, R-Md., an obstetric anesthe- 
siologist, railed against the shutdown during a 
recent tele-town hall, saying: “They promised 
us 2 million dead at the beginning of this.” I 
half-expected him to whine and dammit we only 
got 80,000! 

That’s a curious way to lament the shelter-at- 
home orders that may have saved many lives. 
But then, medical degrees don’t necessarily 
confer wisdom. In words Donald Trump surely 
would appreciate, Harris accused the media 
of having a “vested interest” in making things 
sound worse than they are so that people would 
tune in. 

But then, just a few days earlier, mocking the 
stay-at-home warnings, Harris had also noted at 
a congressional hearing that, ““We’re safer from 
death if we’re not born.” 

Long before COVID-19, there was risk in 
life everywhere. But the virus and its on-again, 
off-again nature makes our “normal” risk com- 
putations impossible to calculate. All you can 
really be certain of is this: The election season is 
well upon us when hurling mortality rates back 
and forth replaces good old-fashioned personal 
mudslinging. 

As sometimes happens in election years, 2020 
could be one of those Moments of Reckoning 
when it is hard to find anyone on the ballot to 
admire. But there’s much to love amid the strife 
of these moments. As a president might have 
said, the virus is still with us, but we’ve so far 
prevailed despite great hurt, fear, unemploy- 
ment, lost wages, depression, sadness, loneliness 
and grief over the sick and the dead. 

While staying apart, we have come together 
and learned new ways to live more simply, 
generously and compassionately. Those are not 
small things. 

Let’s not let our politics — or politicians — take 
that away.

as of Friday. 

A total of 1,550 Hoosiers 
have been confirmed to have 
died of COVID-19, an in- 
crease of 42 over the previous 
day. Another 141 probable 
deaths have been reported 
based on clinical diagnoses in 
patients for whom no positive 


test is on record. Deaths are 
reported based on when data 
are received by ISDH and oc- 
curred over multiple days. 

To date, 165,448 tests have 
been reported to ISDH, up 
from 160,239 on Thursday. 

Marion County had the 
most new cases, at 202. Other 
counties with more than 10 
new cases were Allen (60), 
Bartholomew (12), Delaware 
(18), Elkhart (21), Hamilton 


(10), Hendricks (15), Lake 
(64), Morgan (13), St. Joseph 
(24) and Tippecanoe (13). 
The Lake County totals in- 
clude results from East Chi- 
cago and Gary, which have 
their own health departments. 
A complete list of cases by 
county is posted at www. 
coronavirus.in.gov, which is 
updated daily at noon. Cases 
are listed by county of resi- 
dence.
